„The Senate met promptly at 12 
o'clock, Lieut. Gov. Brogden in the 
Chair. 7

Statements C and D exhibit the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the Pub- 
lic Fund, the former amounting to 
$481,224.914, and the latter to $524,- 
168.47, for a detailed statement of 
which I refer to the report of the 
Auditor. 

The Treasurer during the past fis- 
cal year has not been free from em- 
barrasment. It is seen that the balance 
to the credit of the Public Fund on 
the Ist of October last was quite small, | 
though the Educational Fund was in 
a better condition. 

The Penitentiary being provided | 
for by special taxation, received the 
benefit of only such funds as were 
realized in this way. 

There were specific appropriations 
for the Insane Asyium and the Insti- 
tution fer the Deaf and Dumb and 
Blind, $70,000 for the former and 850,“ 
0% for the latter, including 55,000 for 
repairs and to provide for an existing 
deticiency. To meet these appropri- 
ations a special tax of 84 cents on the 
value of property was levied. This 
tux brought into the Treasury 897, 
377.46, making a deficiency oi more 
than $27,000, which was supplied 
from the General Fund. 

While the State Government in all 
its Departinents is administered as 
economically as its system will admit, 
and notwithstanding a very material 
reduction of its expenses has been 
made in the past two orthree years, it 
suffers embarrassments tou greater or 
less extent each year. This is due 
solely to deficient levies for raising 
revenue. The reduction of the tax 
levies was below the ratio of the re- 
duction of expenses. It is expected, 
however, that the existing Revenue 
act, franred upon more liberal ideas, 
and more uctinite calculations as to 
the needs of the Treasury, will, toa 
great extent, if not wholly, relieve 
the present, and provide against 
further embarrassments during the 
current fiscal vear. 

Although the fund applicable to 
general expenses had becoine neariy 
exhausted before the close of the fiseal 
rear, the early settlement of a num- 

er of Sheriffs of taxes for the year 
1573, two of which occurred before 
the 30th of September, rendered it 
unnecessary to exercise the au hority 
given me by a resolution of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to effect loans. 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


Statement E. exhibits in detail the 
bonded debt of the State, amounting 
in the aggregate, not including inter- 
est, to 829,547,005. 

J repeat the remark made in my 
last annual report, that. although the 
acts authorizing the issues of special 
tax bonds had been repealed by the 
act of March Sth, 1870, I did not feel 
authorized to omit them in the state- 
ment of the debt. They, therefore, 
appear again in the report. 

Accompanying the statement of the 
debt isastatement marked F., giving 
in detail the amount of interest due 
on each issue of bonds, amounting in 
the aggregate to 88, 471,924.85. 

The principal of the debt has been 
reduced $297,000 by the surrender of 
bonds to that amount by W. J. 
Hawkins, President of the Raleigh 
and Augusta Air-Line Railroad Com- 
pany, ſ formerly known under the cor- 
porate name of the Chatham Rail- 
road Company, ] in redemption of 
the mortgage of $2,000,000, held by 
the State, executed by the Chatham 
Railroad Company under the act of 
August 15th, 1808. Seventeen hun- 
dred and three thousand dollars of 
the bonds issued by the State to the 
Chatham Railroad Company, under 
act of August 15th, 1868, were receiv- 
ed in this transaction under a decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court of this State, 
in connection with the above men- 
tioned $297,000 of bonds. These bonds 
($1,703,000) are a part of the issue of 
$2,000,000 declared unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court, which have 
never entered into the statement of 
the debt, but for which the State held 
the mortgage of the Company and a 
like amount of its bonds. The bonds 
ofthe Company ($2,000,000) held in 
exchange were surrendered with the 
mortgage. The Company was au- 
| therized to redeem the mortgage by 
chapter 14, Laws of Special Session 
1868, and chapter 11 Public Laws 
1871-72.

_ By the two transactions above men- 
tioned the principal of the debt was 
reduced $353,000, and accrued interest 
398.085 adjusted. 

I again call the attention of the 
General Assembly to the necessity of 
making some provision in regard to 
the debt. The statements show in 
extenso the amount of the same, 
when due and for what purpose is- 
sued. It is seen that the entire 
awnount,excluding’special tax and un- 
constitutional bonds, is $17,881.045, 
with past due interest, say $5,506,- 
154.85. 

For specific information I distri- 
bute the same as follows:

These were sold by the State, or by 
ae an average at par for 
gold.

The bonds issued for the North 
Carolina Railroad Company are made 
by the charter of the Company, a 
lien on the State stock in the Com- 
pany. The bond-holders, under a de- 
eree of the United States Circuit 
Court, in thesuit of Swazey and others 
vs. the North Carolina Railroad Com- 
pany and others, are now receiving 
the dividends and will no doubt, at 
least when the bonds become due, 
obtain the stock itself, if they so de- 
sire.

What 
amount the $150,000 to the William- 
ston and Tarboro Railroad brought I 
am not informed, at any rate the in- 
vestment has been disastrous, and 
now the interest of the State is en- 
tirely lost by sale under bankruptcy 
proceedings.

Of the above the first million of dol - 
lars of bonds issued to the W 
ton, Charlotte and Rutherford R. 
Co., were sold, it is said, at about fi 
cents in the dollar. and the 
were used in paying the debts of the 
company contracted on construction 
account, but the residue, about $2,- 
000,000, were sold at a heavy sacrifice 
at almost nominal prices, and the 
— derived little benefit from 
them. The same may be said of those 
issued for the Western N. C. R. R. 
Co. Atany rate but little work was 
done on the road from their proceeds. 
The bonds forthe Williamston and 
Tarboro R. R. Co. were sold at better 
rates, but as said above, the State has 
lost its entireinvestment. The Wes- 
tern (Coal Fields) R. R. Co., derived 
no benefit worthy of mention from 
the $1,320,000 issued for that Compa- 


ny. 

The foregoing statements show that 
the experience of the State in Rail- 
road and Navigation enterprises has 
been unfortunate with one exception, 
the North Carolina Railroad compa- 
ny. Even this was for — — 
non-dividend ying. Pract y as 
to the rest of the debt except that 
contracted on account of the Insane 
Asylum, the State has nothing what- 
ever to show except whatever _ 
ral increase of property has 
made by the partial construction of 
the works. 

Such general improvements in the 
value of property in the State does 
not exist. The valuation of the real 
estate of North Carolina in 1860 was 
in round numbers $97.670,000. In 1872 
it was in round numbers $82,160,000. 
I am unable to give a comparison as 
to personal property because it was 
not taxed according to its value until 
1868, but I think as the total valua- 
tion of real and personal estate in 
1872 was 3123,500,000 there has been a 
similar retrograde as to both. 

I have gone into this matter in such 
detail because those who sneer at our 
not paying interest on the public 
debt ignore the facts of our situation. 

Omitting special tax bonds alto-

per annum.

total of 2 and 8-10 per cent. 

It is manifest that our people can 
not and will not pay such enormous 
levies. Any attempt to enforce it 
would result in total repudiation. 

Even if any General Assembly 
should vote a levy at present, even 
omitting special tax bonds, the peo- 
ple would reverse their action at the 
next election. 

But Iam strongly of — 
good policy requires a S us 
— the ublie debt. Delay is 
dangerous. The interest is accumt- 
lating. The popular mind is becom- 
ing accustomed to the alternative of 
repudiation. Our good fame is stig- 
matized. Our bondholders are aclass 
of influential men, and their increas- 
ing ill-humor and consequent denun- 
ciation of our State not only affect 
the credit of the citizeus, but operate 
to drive off immigration and capital 
from our limits. 

The re-establishment of the public 
credit will besides tend to nerve our 
— to greater energy in adherence 
to their own contracts. Nothing so 
much tends to impair morality in the 
citizen as the spectacle of laxity of 
principle in the commonwealth. 

And then the restoration of credit 
is essential to any future negotiations 
for borrowing money. The bonds of 
the State, — — —— 
standing, a per reminder 
of our breach of faith. In all finan- 
cial circles they will be exhibited as 
proofs that any new ventures in our 
securities will be as disastrous as the 
investments in the repudiated secur- 
ities. If, however, we can compro- 
mise the debt, any sacrifices the 
creditors submit to will be charged 
where they justly belong, to the ter- 
rible losses of the war. 

I have already stated those losses 
as demonstrated by the present con- 
dition of the investments entered 
into by the State. It is not necessa- 
ry to add to the list the enormous 
destruction of our property by the 
war, the annihilation of our system 
of labor, the ruin of our wealthiest 
people by the abolition of slavery, 
the death or disabling of multi- 
tudes of our young men in battle or 
by disease, the sweeping away of our 
personal proporty, our horses, our 
cattle, our farming implements, the 
deterioration of our lands. It is not 
necessary to call to mind the effects 
on a half-ruined people, of the finan- 
cial troubles of 1867, and of the pres- 
ent year. Every fair-minded man 
will admit that if ever a State can be 
justified in demanding that creditors 
should abate part of their demands, 
— to losses by causes un-

reseen by both parties at the time 
of the — of the debt, that State 
is North Carolina. 

It is said by some that the General 
Assembly ought to surrender to the 
creditors all the State property ac- 
quired by the creation of the debt 
and refuse to pay any more. I have 
shown that in several instances the 
interest of the State has been sacri- 
ficed. For example: I state its lien 
on the Wilmington, Charlotte and 
Rutherford Railroad Company has 
been subordinated to another mort- 
gage, by the foreclosure of which the 
road has into other hands.

Battle’s Revisal. 

Hon. WILLIAM H. Battie, who 
was appointed Commissioner by the 
Legislature to collatgg d 
compile all the publi tute laws of 
the State, and to have the ame pub- 
lished under his supervision, has 
recently completed his labors. Under 
the title of “BATYLE’S REVISAL, he 
has grouped together, in one volume 
and in systematic arrangement, the 
whole Wehe law of the State—adopt- 
ing as his guide the farm of the old 
Revised Gode. This arrangement will 
be highly satisfactory to the public, 
as well as to the legal profession. The 
confusion into which our laws have 
fallen since the adoption of the Con- 
stitution Of1863'and of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, has been a source of 
much annoy anceand complaint, and 
has tended greatly to obstruct the 
due course and administration of 
justice. 
Judge BATTLE’s. work embraces 
all the laws which have been enacted 
under the néw Code and such of the 
old laws as are not repugnant to the 
State Constitution of 1868, or to the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States. The purpose for which the 
Commissioner was appointed was to 
arranve in a convenient and compact 
method the laws that were in force 
at the time the compilation was 
made. His duty was an arduous and 
embarrassing: one. The work of 
compiling and digesting the whole 
‘statute law of the State, in its present 
choatie condition, was beset with 
many obstacles, and required inde- 
fatigable diligence and research to 
accomplish the task successfully. 

Judge BATTLE has given us just sueh 
‘a volume as the Legislature selected 
him to prepare and just such an one 
as we had aright to expect from him. 
/ By an Act of the Legislature in re- 
lation to BaTrie’s REVISAL, all 
former statutes are repealed except 
those contained in this work, which 
ix now the acknowledged code of the 
State, and must be received as evi- 
dence of what the law is, in all our 
Courts, 

The Revisal, in addition to the pub- 
lic laws of North Carolina, contains 
the Constitution of the United States, 
the Constitution and Declaration of 
| Rights of the State, the Act of Con- 
gress of May 26th, 1790, and the Act 
supplementary thereto,of March 27th, 
1804, preseribing the mode in which 
records and judicial proceedings in 
each State shall be authenticated 80 
us to take effect in every other State, 
and the several Acts of Congress now 
in force for the naturalization of for- 
eigners, together with the old Con- 
stitution of this State.

The Scene in Havana Described. 

A reporter for the New York 7ri- 
bune had an interview Friday with 
Gen. Oscar V. Dalton, who left Ha- 
vana on November 8th, and was pre- 
sent during the carnival which fol- 
lowed the first and second butcheries. 


He said that the news came on the 
day of the arrival of the new Cap- 


tain General; that the volunteers 
were wild with excitement; that his 
quarters were with a friend at the 
hotel San Carlos; and that, while 
admonished that his life would be in 
peril if it were Known by the volun- 
teers that he was an American, he 
was enabled to overlook from the 
balcony the entire scene of rejoicing. 
All the streets, he observed, were de- 
corated with the Spanish colors—red, 
white and red—extending from one 
side to the other, overhead, and the 
volunteers marched back ‘and forth, 
maddened with liquor, the bands 
playing the national airs. He said 
that that the air rang with their 
curses upon Americans; that these 
demonstrations continued for three 
days, ecg increasing in their 
madness, and that during this carni- 
val he did not consider it safe to ven- 
ture into the streets. He said the 
constant threat was that they would 
get rid of the pirates, das they were 
called, before there was a chance of 
interference. He related the follow- 
ing incident as illustrating the des- 
peration with which the patriots 
fight: The volunteers demanded of 
an acquaintance of his an ox for a 
barbecue on the eve of one of their 
battles with the Cubans, but when the 
fight was over, so great had been the 
slaughter of the Spanish troops that 
there were none ‘left able to indulge 
in the feast, and the ox remained un- 
consumed. 


Additional Particulars of the Mase 
SACIC. 

A telegram from Havana via Key 
West, gives the following — 
respecting the slaughter of the crew 
of the Virginius at Santiago de Cuba: 

“On Friday morning, the 7th, 57 of 
the crew of the Virginius were 
baought on shore and taken to prison 
to remain there until their execution, 
which was ordered for thatafternoon. 
Captain Fry, a noble-looking old 
man, fully a head taller than the rest 
of the crew, when he met his men on 
the wharf previous to the march to 
the prison, saluted them all. The 
salute was returned with affection. 
At 4:45 p. m. Capt. Fry and — 2 
six men and officers, were publicly 
shot, despite the protest of all compe- 
tent foreign authorities. ‘The marines 
were seven minutes killi the 
wretched prisoners. It seemed as if 
they would never finish. At last the 
sailors marched off, and the troops 
filed past the long row of corpses ; 
then the dead carts were hurried 
and loaded indiscriminately with the 
mangled remains. The American 
consul has done all that could have 
been done ; indeed it was threatened 
that his exequator would be with- 
drawn for hie exertions in behalf of 
the prisoners. In an interview with 
General Burrill, this officer yelled 
at him and otherwise treated him dis- 
respectfully. The British consul also 
made an ineffectual protest against 
the executions, It is reported that 
sixteen of the victims were British 
subjects.”’
